BUCHANAN COERCED BY PUBLIC SENTIMENT INTO SENDING A COMMISSION OF 


INVESTIGATION. 


ARRIVAL OF COLONEL KANE IN SALT LAKE CITY. HE 


BRINGS IN THE NEW GOVERNOR IN TRIOMPH. CORDIAL MEETING BETWEEN 


THE TWO GOVERNORS. 


(By Edward W. Tullidge.) 


The reaction came. The leading 
papers, both of America and England, 
declared that President Buchanan had 
committed a great and palpable blun- 
der. He had sent an army, before a 
committee of investigation, and had 
made war upon one of our Territories 
for rejecting (!) a new Governor before 
that Governor had been sent. Brig- 
ham Young had clearly a censiitu- 
tional advantage over the President of 
the United States—for in those days 
the rights of the citizen, and the rights 
of a State or Territory, had some 
meaning in the national mind. The 
idea of ‘‘ Buchanan’s blunder” once 
started, it soon became universal in 
the public mind. The Mormons were 
not in rebellion, as they themselves 
stoutly maintained. They were ready 
to receive the new Governor with 
becoming loyalty, but not willing to 
have him forced upon them by bayo- 
nets. There was nothing more to be 
said in the case, excepting that, by 


the common law of nature, a man 


may hold off the hand at his throat to 
say in good old Scriptural language, 
Come, let us reason together.” 

All America, and all Europe, ‘‘ saw 
the point,” and a storm of condemna- 
tion and ridicule fell upon the devoted 
head of the President. Peace cem- 
missioners alone could help him out 
of the trouble. 

At this critical juncture Col. Kane 
sought the man at the White House, 
and offered his services as mediator. 
Buchanan wisely recognized his po- 
tency and fitness, and without a mo- 
ment’s loss of time the Colonel set out 
on his self-imposed mission, although 
in such feeble healtb that any consi- 
deration short of the noble impulse 
that actuated him at the time would 
have deterred him from making the 
attempt. The undertaking was as 
delicate as it was important. Its suc- 
ceas (alone could make it acceptable, 
either to the Mormons or to the nation. 

For prudential reasons he registered 


himself as ‘‘ Dr. Osborne” among the 
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ngers on board the California 
steamer, which left New York in the 
first week of January, 1858. On 
reaching the Pacific coast, he hastened, 
overland, to Southern California, there 
overtaking the Mormons who had just 
broken up their colony at San Ber- 
nardino, re-gathering to Utah for the 
common defence. An escort was im- 
mediately furnished him, and he 
reached Salt Lake City in the following 
February. 

Governor Young called a council of 
the Presidency and Twelve, at his 
house, on the evening ef the day of 
Col. Kane’s arrival, and at eight o’clock 
the messenger from Washington” 
was introduced by Joseph A. Young, 
as Dr. Osborne.” 

The introduction was very formal. 
The Colonel had a peculiar mission to 
fulfill, and was evidently desirous to 
maintain the dignity of the Govern- 
ment. Moreover, it was more than 
eleven years since he had met his 
friends of Winter Quarters. They 
had, with their people, become as a 
little natien, and the United States 
was making war upon them as an in- 
dependent power. Notwithstanding 
that his great love for them had 
prompted him to undertake the long 
journey which he had just accomplish- 
ed, at first he must have felt the an- 
certainty of his mission, and some mis- 
givings as to the regard in which they 
would hold his mediation. But, per- 
haps, no other man in the nation at 
that critical moment would have been 
received by the Mormon leaders with 
such perfect confidence. 

The Colonel was very pale, being 
worn down with travel by day and 
night. An easy chair was placed for 
him. A profound silence of some 
moments reigned. The council waited 
to hear the mind of the Government, 
for the coming of Col. Kane had put 
anew aspect on affairs, though what 
it was to be remained to be shaped 


from that night. With great difficult 
in speaking he addressed the council 
as follows: 


„Governor Yeung and Gentlemen: 
I come as an ambassador from the 
chief Executive of our nation, and am 
SS and duly authorized to lay 
fore you, most fully and definitely, 


the feelings and views of the citizens of 
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our common country, and of the Exe. 
cutive towards you, relative to the 
present position of this Territory, and 
relative to the army of the United 
States now upon your borders. 

After giving you the most satis. 

factory evidence in relation to matters 
concerning you, now pending, I shall 
then call your attention, and wish to 
enlist your sympathies, in bebalf of 
the poor soldiers who are now suffer. 
ing ju the cold and snow of the moun- 
tains. I shall request you to render 
them aid and comfort, and to assist 
them to come here, and to bid them a 
hearty welcome into your hospitable 
valley. 
_ =e Young, may I be per- 
mitted to ask a private interview fora 
few moments with you? Gentlemen, 
excuse my formality.” | 

They were gone about thirty minutes, 
when they returned again to the room. 

Colonel Kane then informed the 
council that Captain Van Viiet had 
made a good report of them at Wash- 
ington, and had used his influence to 
have the army stop east of Bridger. 
— done a great deal in their be- 

alf. 

„Fou all look very well,“ said the 
Colonel, ‘‘you have built up quite an 
empire here in a short time.” 

He spoke upon the prosperity of the 
people, instancing some of its phases; 
and then the enquiry came from some 
one present: Did Dr. Bernhisel take 
his seat?’ No news whatever of the 
Utah Delegate had yet reached them. 

„Ves,“ he answered, Delegate 
Bernhisel took his seat. He was opposed 
by the Arkansas member and a few 
others, but they were treated as fools 
by more sagacious members ; for, if 
the delegate had been refused bis seat, 
it would have been tantamount to a 
declaration of war.” 

Speaking of the conduct of the 
Mormons, he said : | 

Lou have borne your manfully 
in this contest. I Was pleased to see 
how patiently your people took it.” 

„How was the President's message 


received F asked Governor Young. 


„The message was received as us 
In his appointments he had been cruel- 
ly impartial. So far he has made an 
excellent President. He has an able 
cabinet. They are more united, and 
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work together better than some of our 
former cabinets have done.” 

„ suppose,” observed Governor 
Young, caustically, ‘‘ they are united 
in putting down Utah ?” 

think not,” replied the Colonel. 

Then came conversations on the 
affairs of the nation—of Spain, Kansas, 
the Black Warrier affair, financial 
pressure, eto. 

By this time all restraint between 
the brethren and their noble friend was 

ne. 

„J wish you knew how much I feel 
at home,” he observed. ‘‘I hope I 
shall have the privilege of breaking 
bread with these, my friends.” 

J want to take good care of you,” 
returned Governor Young warmly. 
I want to tell you one thing, and that 
is, the men you see here do not look 
old. The reason is they are doing 
right, and are in the service of God. 
If men would do right they would live 
toagreat age. There are but few in 
in the world who have the amount of 
labor to do which I have. I have to 
meet men every hour in the day. It 
is said of me that I do more business 
in an hour than any President, King, 
or Emperor has to perform in a day; 
and that I think for the people con- 
stantly. You can endure more now 
than you could ten years ago. If you 
had done as some men have done you 
would have been in your grave before 
now. 

The Colonel replied, ‘‘I fear that I 
can endure more than I could ten 
years ago. The present life doesn’t 
pay, and I feel like going away as soon 
as it is the will of God to take me.” 

“I know, to take this life as it is, 
and as men make it,” answered Presi- 
dent Young, ‘‘ it does not appear worth 
living, but I can tell you that, when 
you see things as they are, you will 
find life is worth preserving, and 
blessings will follow our living in this 
life, if we do right. 

„Now,“ continued the President, 
warming with his subject, if God 
should say I will let you live in this 
world without any pain or sorrow, we 
might feel life was worth living for. 
But this is not in his economy. We 
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have to partake of sorrow, affliction 
and death; and if we pass through 
this affliction patiently, and do right, 
we shall have a greater reward in the 
world to come. I have been robbed 
several times of my all in this life, and 
my property has gone inte the hands 
of my enemies ; but as to property, I 
care no more about it than the dirt in 
the streets, only to use it as God 
wishes. But I think a great deal of a 
friend—a true friend. An honest man 
is truly the noblest work of God. It 
is not in the power of the United 
States to destroy this people, for they 
are in the hands of God. If we do 
right, he will preserve us. The Lord 
does many things which we would 
count as small things. For instance, 
a poor man once came into my office; 
I felt by the spirit that he needed 
assistance ; [ took five dollars out of 
my pocket and gave to him. I soon 
after found a five dollar gold piece in 
my pocket which I did not put there. 
Soon I found another. Many think 
that the Lord has nothing to do with 
gold ; but he has charge of that as well 
as any other element. Brother Kim- 
ball said in Nauvoo, ‘if we have to 
leave our houses we will go to the 
mountains, and in a few years we will 
have a better city than we have here.’ 
This is fulfilled. He also said, we 
shall have gold, and coin twenty-dollar 
gold pieces.’ We came here, founded 
a city, and coined the first twenty dollar 
gold piece in the United States. Seeing 
the brethren poorly clad, soon after 
we came here, he said, ‘it will not be 
three years before we can bny clothing 
cheaper in Salt Lake Valley than in the 
States. Before the time was out, the 
gold diggers brought loads of clothing, 
and sold them in our city at a wanton 
rice. 

Friend Thomas,” concluded Gov- 
ernor Loung, the Lord sent you here, 
and he will not let you die—no, you 
cannot die till your work is done. I 
want to have your name live to all 
eternity. You have done a great work, 
and you will doa greater work still.” 


The council then broke up, and the 


brethren went to their homes.

But the 
speculations and theories of scientists 
ought not te be taken for science, 
neither should the opinions and fan- 
cies or rhapsodies of religious ministers 
be mistaken for religion. The truths 
of religion and the rules which govern 
spiritual things, are just as positive- 
as the facts of science and the laws. 
which control the physical universe. 
True theology is as exact a science 
as chemistry, and cause and effect are 
as sure in one as the other. But the 
necessary conditions must be complied’ 
with in the practice of either, or the 
desired results will not follow.

De Witt Talmage is the name of a 
Brooklyn Reverend (?) He is almost 
as notorious as Beecher, but is of a 
different type. Talm is a theolo- 

ical buffoon ; one ef the chief clowns 
‘in the modern religious arena. He 
attracts a large and fashicnable con- 
gregation who feed on Sabbath sensa- 
tions, in the same way that some peo- 
‘ple devour startling novels, and they 
enjoy the sanctified antics and pious 
comicalities of this pulpit mounte- 
‘bank, as more wordly people do the 
‘stale jokes and spankled glitterings of 
‘the sawdust-perfumed circus. Roars 
of laughter follow his sallies of holy 
humor, and bis flights of florid oratory 
are frequently cheered by applause. 

Talmage once passed through Utah. 
On his return home, instead of hand- 


ling the Mormon“ question as a 


clergyman would be expected to do, he 
could find little else to comment upon 
than the ugliness of the women whom 
he said he saw in our Tabernacle. Ac 
cording to his powerful logic, ‘* Mor- 
monism” must be bad use he 
couldn't see any pretty women—all 
that he seemed to be looking for— 
‘among those of its devotees whom he 
gazed upon in one of its houses of wor- 


ship. 

The death of our venerated Pre 
sident has given the Brooklyn divine 
another opportanity for an attack on

They are less 
organized than they bave been, and 
less than they will be. If these 
‘Mormons will not submit to authority, 
let so much of their rich lands be 
confiscated for the wants of the Gov- 
ernment as will be sufficient for their 
subjugation. If the Government of 
the United States cannot stand the 
expense let Salt Lake City pay for it. 
(Applause.) Turn their vast Temple 
into an arsenal. Set Phil Sheridan 
after them. (Immense _ applause.) 
Give bim enough troops and he will 
teach all Utah that forty wives is 
thirty-nine too many. I call upon 
the Church of Jesus Christ to pray for 
the overthrow of this iniquity. God 
grant that side by side with the doc- 
trine of the brotherhood of man may 
be that of the sisterhood of woman.” 
There are sentiments for you, ut- 
tered by a Christian clergyman, a pro- 
‘ fessed follower of the loving Savior, 
and a high-salaried teacher of peace 
on earth and good will to all men.” 
To conquer what he believes to be 
error, he would invoke the bayonet 
and the torch. To stamp out a reli 
gion which he cannot overturn by 
argument, he would slaughter its 
votaries, stifle the voice of prayer 
with gunpowder, and quell the song 
of praise and the teachings of the 
sanctuary, by the rattling of rifles, 
the thunders of artillery and the hor- 
rid din of an armed host filled with 
the spirit of bloody war. And to cap 
the climax of his murderous onslanght, 
he recommends the old Missouri

FLoobDs.— Wales: The Vale of Clwyd district is now flooded to such a degree 
that nothing equal to it has been seen for the last twenty years. The vale 
from St. Asaph to Ruthin is one mass of water, thousands of acres being 
covered. England: The floods are assuming a serious aspect in Somersetshire, 
thousands of acres being submerged. America: The waters are rising higher 
than ever they were known before, doing great damage. The inundations ex- 
tend throughout Virginia, Maryland, and Pennsylvania. The Midland Rail- 
road, the Richmond and Danville Railroad, and the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad and Canal are obstructed and seriously damaged. The floods in the 
Potomac are obstructing the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. Serious damage is 
also reported from Lynchburg, Charlottesville, Danville, Washington, George- 
town, Alexandria, Harper's Ferry, and Baltimore. Many valuable bridges 
across the Potomac and James rivers have been swept away. In Richmond 
damage was done to the extent of $500,000. 

“+ Famine.—Reports from the Province of Shansi (China,) represent that the 

distress is so great that thousands are dying daily. It is also said that the 
or people are not only feeding upon dead bodies, but that the strong in bedy 

— become so ravenous that they are actually destroying the weak for food. 

Tae Sea.— The number of wrecks reported during the week ending Novem- 
ber amounted to 40, making the total for the year 1,614, being an increase of 
116 against the corresponding week of 1876. The aggregate tonnage was 
19,000. Several of the vessels lost had valuable cargoes, such as cotton, wheat, 
flour, iron, petroleum, coal, timber, etc., and were approximately valued at 
£880.000, of which British property represented about £245,000. 

SoctaL.—Here is a picture drawn, with no unkindly hand, by Father Nugent, 
the Roman Catholic chaplain of the New Medel Prison, Liverpool :—‘‘ Drink 
is making terrible bavoe upon the female populatien of this town, not only 
demoralizing the young and leading them step by step into crime and the 
lowest depths of vice, but destroying the sacred character of family life, and 
changing wives and mothers into brntal savages. The poker, the knife, the 
bottle, and the glass, have become the ordinary weapons of attack and defence 
under its uncontrolable influence, producing the most fatal consequences. Not 
a week passes without some being brought to the prison whom drink has mad- 
dened and rebbed of all female decency, whose language and actions are so 
horrible that they seem no longer rational beings, but fiends.”

WHENEVER reflection determined the possibility of revelation, and enlightened 
judgment perceived its necessity, the conclusion became inevitable that such 
revelation, when given, would be orderly, systematic, practical, and efficient, 
and that it would come through a channel invested with authority. All these 
qualifications centered in the meridian of time on the person and work of Jesus 
Christ; it was said—‘‘to him all the Prophets bear witness,” and his own 


testimony agreed with theirs, that he was commissioned by Divine appoint- 


ment, and invested with Divine authority, to inaugurate a Divine order, for 
the accomplishment of a Divine parpose. The order and system which he 
revealed was called the Gospel“ - the Gospel of God; it combined ordinances, 
endowments, and organization, all intended and calculated to produce a life, 
and fit mankind for the grand destiny which was a involved in their 
origin and parentage. 

To arrive at any other conelusion would be derogatory to the character of 
the Supreme, degrading to his position and intelligence, as well as unworthy 
of the promises wrapped in the characteristics and bearing of the chosen repre- 
sentative; and the ennobling thought is visible in the fact that man thus 
becomes a “‘ co-worker” with God, working out the salvation and destiny pro- 
vided of the heavens, for it is God that worketh in you (bim) to will and to 
do of his good pleasure.” To doubt the power and efficacy of the ordinances, 
is to dispute the authority ; to declare them non essential, is to array human 
wisdom against the wisdom of the Gods; and to supersede an organization 
admirably fitted in all its parte for moulding by friction, discipline, and in- 
struction, is to prefer the government of expediency or speculation to that 
based on eternal principle, and a thorough understanding of cause and effect. 
Faith, repentance, baptism, the laying on of hands, the manifestations of 


power by the Holy Ghost, sacraments, prophecy, healings, tongues, diversities 


of gifts, with Apostles, Prophets, Pastors, Teachers, helps, governments, 


each working severally as He will;“ these, with all future inevitable and 


necessary outgrowth, constitute the outer and inner machinery of a system 
which by divine appointment will work out the great problem of deliverance 
from self, from tradition, from ‘‘all that flesh is heir to,” securing that sal- 
vation which consists simply after all, in intelligent organization fulfilling the 
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measure of its creation, to the honor and glory of both the Creator and the 

Now this acceptance of Divine rule is an ennobling idea, it rouses the grovel- 
ling purpose of to day, and works for the eternities to come,—it destroys trust 
and confidence in the transitory, and creates reliance upon the authorized and 
eternal, and while associating with the history of the past, this crowning glory, 
it acquires the certainty of its restoration, believes this to be an ever- 
lasting Gospel,” and is so prepared that when the proclamation comes, it has 
been anticipated and is npon the instant received ; the witness of the spirit is 
perfect,—that that which was good in the meridian is good in the dispensa- 
tion of the fullness of times ;” that age can not dim its lustre or destroy its 
adaptability and efficiency ; it must be now as then—‘‘ the power of God unto 
salvation to all them who obey it.” 

Now the conception comes that if provision is made in this system for life 
and government, that those who receive it become snbjects of the kingdom of 
God; they in practice soar above all human law, as the greater must always 
circumscribe the less; and to give potency to this idea, union gravitates toa 
gathering; a common idea becomes common purpose; and this eternal har- 
mony and fitness of things finds its reflex on every page of the historic past, 
cropping out according to calling, circumstance, and opportunity, from Abra- 
ham to Muses, from thence to Jesus ; and now in re-revelation by the processes 
of obedience and hereditary instinct, it forms again in the nineteenth century, 
living testimony of the enduring purpose of the Almighty tu prepare for him- 
self a peculiar people, zealous of good works.” 

When a man becomes possessed of this ennobling thought, his life becomes 

bent to the accomplishment of his purpose, every effort is sanctified by the 
conception, and he seeks unto the Lord his God, craving his spirit in order that 
he may receive intelligence ; realizing that all previous training, culture or 
education is inadequate to his grasping revelation ; heaven becomes nearer 
and rearer to him, a sense of dignity is evolved which bids him “ purify 
himself, as God is pure;“ his body is looked upon ‘‘as the temple of the 
Holy Ghost; he holds fast tbe faithful word as he hath been taught,” in 
doctrine showing uncorruptness, gravity, sincerity, sound speech that cannot 
be condemned; denying ungodliness, he lives soberly, righteously and 
godly, in this present world ;’ he presents bis body as a living sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable unto God; he is transformed by the renewing of his mind,” 
“* proving that which is good and acceptable, and perfect will of God,” which 
‘‘is his reasonable service ;” thus displaying in the glowing path of progress 
the potency of ennobling thought. 

Here presents itself, the spirit of sacrifice ; nation, home, family, friends, 
all the clustering wealth of association become but as the dust of the bal- 
ance,” he seeks first the kingdom of God and its righteousness ; ” journeying 
like Abraham to the land which God hath appointed, change of scenery and 
circumstance expand his mind ; he may have been purely local in his experi- 
ence, and a stranger to the busy haunts of men ;” he passes the incessant 
whirl of business, the roar of manufactories, the swift winged birds of the 
commerce of a globe; he is witness to the serenity of the ocean, or sees it in 
its storm or wrath ; he reaches the New World—flushed with promise of his- 
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tory yet to come—its infant strength foreshadows the Hercules of the future; 
he sweeps past its growing cities and through its crowding populace ; its wide- 
spread praries and eternal hills, burst with the power of a revelation upon his 
surging heart; as God is manifest in his works his conceptions grow and swell 
to the great, yet before unknown facts of life, but in and through all with 
resolute tenacity he seeks the chambers of the everlasting hills,” desiring to 
dwell among those who having received of the same spirit are his father and 
mother, and sister and brother ;” here life bleoms to opportunity, opportunity 
fruits to practice, contrast quickens to industry, and with his family he 
essays to aid in laying a foundation for himself and an unending posterity ; 
mark this man now, his growth, his life, his anticipations for the future, his 
ideas of duty, of God, of man, of himself: in silence, almost without ob- 
servation a revolution has been effected, all things have become new ;” other 
ideas following in succession like Banquo’s line of Kings,“ begin to form in half 
imagined beauty, these will continue to attract and shape themselves into con- 
sistency, finally to become embodied like their predecessors, each in time and 
turn, as the spiritual and mental faculties move to the influences of the higher 
world ; here is the abiding witness to the power of revelation, and the results 
of ennobling thought. We

Prest. Jos. F. Smith writes to Elder H. W. Naisbitt from Salt Lake City, 


under date Nov. 6th :— 
„It is good to trust in the Lord, that we may be strong in him, manifesting: 


his power, virtue, love, light and truth, with all patience and long-suffering: 


— 
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and endurance in well-doing, as the fruits of the Gespel in our own lives, and 
withal not faltering in faith, hope, or charity. It is good to be confident in 
the justice and magnanimity of our cause, but rather to distrust than rel 
solely upon our own strength, wisdom or . yet we know we shall — 
if Gud be with us, and we further know that Christ is the light of the world 
and that he that followeth him shall not walk in the darkness but shall have 
the light of life.” .To glory in the strength of man, is no part of the Gospel. 
Man- worship is a deadly evil, as baneful as the worship of wealth or the gol- 
den calf.” It is the same whether we glory in our own strength or in that of 
another, whether we worship our brother or ourself, it is enough to love and 
honor those who are good and great, but we will only worship him who made 
them so. The fear of man is cowardice. There is no stronger evidence of 
moral weakness than for man to fear his fellow creature; or to shrink from 
duty to avoid contact with his brother. The wicked flee when no man pur- 
sueth, but the righteous are as bold as a lion ;” nevertheless he is wise who 
foreseeing an evil avoideth it, while it is folly unnecessarily to face danger, or 
carelessly play with deadly weapons. Knowledge is power,” Truth is 
mighty,” the possession of these is necessary to the success of an Elder ona 
mission, or in any position in the Church. If he begins without this qualifi- 
cation he must acquire it, which can only be done by application and per- 
severance in faith, humility and prayerfulness, or he will fail. He may even 
read books, and diligently enquire of his brother, but he can obtain a know- 
ledge of the truth, or learn the Gospel only by enquiring of the Lord. The 
letter killeth but the spirit giveth life.” yet it is best te have both the letter 
and the spirit, the one is the animation or life of the other and both together 
form the soul of success, and of eternal progression. We admire those who 
are courageous, who do not flinch from duty, nor flee from their posts, however 
discouraging their surroundings, while we pity the timid and faltering, and 
may justly despise such as would desert for selfish reasons or even for better 
cause, the ranks of their brethren. It is nobler to die in the harness than to 
kick out of the traces or balk, a victorious death is far preferable to a defeated 
life, and what is better than all no man can lose anything by faithfulness in 
the cause of truth, whatever the seeming sacrifice, nor gain anything by back- 
sliding however fervent his hopes or flattering his prospects. The good cause 
is progressing at home. It is generally conceded that there never was a time 
when the Saints felt more united, or more willing than now, nor was there ever 
a time in the bistory of this Church when the councils of the Priesthood were 
more united, or the Stakes of Zion more fully organized. The spirit of the Lord 
is with the Saints, prompting them to diligence in building Temples and lookin 
after the salvation of their kindred both livingand dead.

The ceiling 
is also to be repaired and improved, and the entire structure te receive a new 
roof, 


New School Hovss. —A new school-house is in course of erection in the 
First School District of Davis County, which is comprised ef the South Bountiful 
Bishop’s Ward. The site of the building is a short distance north of the Hot 
Springs, not far from the buildings of Macduff Brother. It is a substantial rock 

structure, and is now receiving the roof. 


Tae Movunp Buitpers.—Professor Barfoot has sent us a letter from the 
libarian of the Davenport Academy of Sciencies, in Iowa, in which there are 
facts relating to the mound builders of that region, which are of great interest 
to antiquarians. We allude to the Goss tablets, which were noticed some time 
since. Of the authenticity of those apparently linguistic tablets, Dr. Farquhar- 
son appears to have no doubt. This will be quite an epoch in the history of 
the mound builders if it proves to be correct. 


SoutHwarp Bounp.—A gentleman who recently arrived from Panguitch 
states that the road between that point and this city is fairly lined with the 
teams of people moving from this more northern region for the purpose of 
making new homes in Southern Utah, Arizona and New Mexico. Within the 
last six weeks several hundred teams and wagons going in that direction passed 
through Panguitch. People northward have but a slight idea of the rapidity 
and extent with which the southern berder is being) extended. Surely a great 
people dwell in the mountains. Progress and advancement is the watchword. 


New TaBERNACLE.—The work on this building is steadily progressing, the 
masons are concentrated on the north wall, which is being raised as rapidly as 
possible to a sufficient height to admit of Superintendent Grow having the 
timbers for the gallery, ranging along that side, placed in position. The arches 
of the first row of windows are being turned on that side, and the wall averages 
about twelve feet above the ground level. When finished this building will 
probably be the finest looking, most substantial and imposing place of public 
worship in Utah. So far as the work has already progressed, we learn from the 
master mason, brother Edward Brain, that over 20,000 cubic feet of rock have 
already been laid in its construction. 


Musevum.—Mr. Barfoot, the curator of the Deseret Museum, received from 
Professor O. C. Marsh, a report of-an address delivered by that able zoologist 
and profound reasoner before the American Association for the Advancement 
of Science. The close of that address is so closely in accordance with our ideas, 
as founded upon modern revelation that we transfer it to our colums: ‘‘ Light, 
heat, electricity and magnetism, chemical affinity and motion, are now 
considered different forms of the same force; and the opinion is rapidly gaining 
und that life, or vital force, is only another phase of the same power. 
ossibly the great mystery of life may thus be solved, but whether it be or not, 
true faith in science knows no limit to its search for truth.” 


TsmPte Rock.—A specimen of rock was recently brought to the Museum by 
Hon. D. H. Wells; the rock was exceedingly hard, contains traces of large sea 
weeds (fucoids) such as are seen in many similar rocks of the silurian age. 
‘This rock is being used for the Temple at Logan. The reck used for the Temple 
at Manti is an oolitic limestone, probably of the 3 age. This 
contains fossil fish (ganoids). The ite used for the Temple in this city is a 
rock which by its nature is not likely to contain any traces of organic forms, as

it is igneous in origin, although of comparatively recent extrusion. The 
foundation of the Temple at St. George is a basalt (black rock). This is also of 
igneous origin, and classed among recent rocks; the super-structure of that 
Temple is of red sandstone of the Triassic epoch. 


Uran NortHern —A short time ag the good people of Caehe appointed a 
committee, composed of Bishop M. W. Merrill and W. D. Hendricks, of Rich- 
mond, and Col. T. E. Ricks, of Logan, to confer with Mr. Dunn, superin- 
tendent of construction of the Utah Northern Railroad, in relation to the prices 
ef grading. After consultation between. Mr. Dunn and the committee, an 
average of eleven cents per yard, for six miles was agreed upon, and nearly 
the whole of that distance has already been let to small contractors. A large 
force of men and teams from Logan and the settlements north of there are at 
work on the grade, which is expected to be finished for the stipulated six miles 
some time next week. When that is completed it is probable that the peo- 

le will undertake another similar distance to grade. The old extension grade 

as been abandoned, and the line will not go by way of Soda Springs, as 
formerly intended. The six miles on which the graders are now at work takes 
the line from the old grade, immediately north of Franklin, to Bear River, 
in a northwesterly direction. 


Ngarty Reapy.—Our reporter visited the premises of the Tanning and 
Manufacturing Association, and was somewhat surprised at finding so great 
progress made since a previous visit a few weeks ago. The puddling of the 
thirty-four tanning vats is just being completed, and the four lime vats, 
one baiting vat, and two soaking vats, in the work roem, are also about 
ready. In a short time hides will be in the vats and active manufacturing 
business will begin. The engine and boiler now being made by Mr. Thomas 
Pierpont, are soon expected to be in position. Besides the extensive new 
buildings which we have heretofore described, the old ones that were on 
the ground when purchased by the Association will be of considerable utility, 
for storing hides, bark, chemicals, etc., and the bark mill be placed there. 
The upper room of the new main building is one of the finest for the pur- 
oy for which it is designed that could be imagined. It is 108 feet long by 

feet wide in the cellar, with a large sliding door at each end. It is lighted 
by means of 22 windows, and will be heated by steam pipes, the laying of which 
is to be preceeded with immediately. The design and arrangement of the 
whole premises, which have been constructed under the immediate super- 
vision ef the President of the Association, Mayor F. Little, show the ap- 
plication of much ingenuity and tact.

Fings Borizr.—John Sloan & Co. have just finished, at their boiler shops 
west of the market, a fine 80-horse power boiler, the whole work being done 
in this city. It is 56 inches in diameter and 16 feet long, has 34 4-inch flues, 
and the steam drum is 30 inches in diameter and 6 feet long. The boiler was 
made for Walker Bros., and will be shipped at once to Butte, Mont.
